Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Video demonstrates the difference between the instant method 
claims and the Le Chatelier reference; namely that Le Chatelier lacks step-up and extended pulse procedures to inflate 
a tire without over-inflation. Discussed the possiblity of adding a limitation stating that over-inflation is prevented due to 
the aforementioned procedures. Also discussed that the apparatus claims may be cancelled, since the crux of the 
invention is the method. Therefore, it appears that the method claims overcome the Le Chatelier reference, however 
further search and/or consideration may be required.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
